W hy is it, th a t in choosing the 
trees for our hom e grounds, we so 
often neglect to add a few' varieties 
of nu t trees to our order of maples, 
elms, fru it trees, etc? 
Or why, w hen 
our home grounds are already s u p ­ 
plied w ith maples, elm s and fru it 
trees, de we not realize th a t they are 
really still incomplete unless they 
contain at least some varieties of nu t 


To he sure, the maples, oaks and 
elms contribute beauty and shade, 
and the fruit trees a useful !ood sup­ 
ply, but the nu t trees form a w onder­ 
ful com bination ch all the::e a ttrib ­ 
utes- beauty, shade and 
a 
useful 
food supply. 
The black w alnut tree, 
for instance, is a m atch for the oak 
iii grand eur and lite s for two cen­ 
turies or m ore like he oak, and the 
streng th and longevity of the “old 
hickory” has become p ro v e rb ia l. 
D uring the past few years the n u t 
as an article of food has come into 
Rs own. 
Form erly it belonged to the 
confectionery class of food and was 
looked upon as well enough to help 
pass away a jolly evening before tho 
open fire. 
Lately, however, the die­ 
ticians tell us that tho very best pro­ 
teins, oils and m uch talked of fam ous 
vitam ines are contained iii nut k e r­ 
nels- the food value of nuts being 
far g reater even than th a t contained 
in grains and meats. 
T here is a w ide-spread feeling th a t 
Hie nut tree ta k e s years and years 
of growdli before it bears nuts at all, 
and th a t in planting tile n u t tree we 
plant to delight our grand-children. 
This, however, is merely an errone­ 
ous belief For some nut trees reach 
bearing age from the second to the 
fifth year afte r they are planted, de­ 
pending 
largely 
upon 
the 
variety 
chosen, as some species come to bear 
much sooner than others. 
There are two kinds of nut trees 
th a t can be bought from nursery ­ 
men— the seedling tree or the budded 
or grafted tree. 
The seedling nut 
tree rarely com es "true to varietal 
type” and must be grafted upon gen­ 
erally from some reliable tried stock. 
The grafting or budding process may 
be experimented with at home, but 
the far surer and safer way is to 
purchase budded or already grafted 
trees from some thoroly reliable nur­ 
seryman. 
In planting nut trees it is well to 
try to give the trees the kind of soil 
they n aturally grow in w hen found 
in th eir wild state, but nut trees are 
extremely T ardy, and writh a little 
care in planting the tree they thrive 
alm ost anywhere. 
Always plant the 
tree with a large ball of earth around 
the roots, and place it in a well dug, 
large hole. 
A little leaf mold added 
to the soil is all the fertilizer th a t 
should be given at the tim e of plant­ 
ing. 
The soil can be fertilized later 
when the trees begin to grow, ju st 
like any ordinary fru it tree is fer­ 
tilized. 
If the soil in which the tree 
is to be elan ted is found to be acid 
add a Ii'tie lime at the tim e of p lant­ 
in'-:, sprinkling it over the out-turned 
earth and about the walls of the hole. 
In covering, pack the soil firm ly 
against the roots of the young trees 
in cr ier to enable the roots to come 
into tram ‘diate contact w'ith the earth 
to ta k e up the m oisture. 
Nu 
trees will frequently succeed 
wdi re ordinary fruit trees fail, as 
they are not particularly exacting in 
regard to the soil and clim atic con­ 
ditions. 
This is paticularly true of 
ihe hardy varieties of black walnut, 
pecan and the heart nut. 
If one has any money to invest in 
orchards, there is no more profitable 
undertaking than to put som e money 
in nut trees as an investm ent. 
Prop­ 
erly set out and started, with less 
trouble even than it takes to care 
for apple, peach or pear trees, in five 
or six years’ tim e, the nut trees w ill 
begin to bring in ’a profit and from 
then on the bearing capacity will 
Increase alm ost indefinitely.

I of Agriculture had an unusual show 
kof butter packages that proved of as 
ifluch interest as a lot of curios. The 
department 
has 
collected 
packages 
from Hie various countries of the 
world that make butter in consider­ 
able quantities, and they were shown 
in comparison with packages that are 
used in our own country* 1° addition 
there were examples of good and of 
poor packing.

firm in New York city. 
"This butter, which was made for 
the navy inst year,” said the inspec­ 
tors. “was of such fine quality that we 
cannot neglect the opportunity to com­ 
ment upon the comparatively small 
amount of extra work required to pro­ 
duce a product of this quality as com­ 
pared with the average butter found 
on the large markets.” 
This butter was made from a per­ 
fectly sweet cream, with a compara­ 
tiv e ly high salt content and low mois­ 
ture. 
The moisture content did not 
exceed 13.5 per cent. 
After one year 
in storage only one sample scored as 
low as 92%. 
Of the other 50 sam­ 
ples, 24 scored 94, two scored 93% 
and 24 scored 93. 
Consumers who are accustomed to 
a pronounced flavor in butter do not 
at first show favor to sweet-cream 
butter as it Is somewhat lacking in 
this respect when fresh. 
A demand 
for sweet-cream butter, however, Is 
growing steadily, according to butter 
dealers handling this product. On be­ 
ing held in storage the flavor becomes 
more pronounced, and for this reason 
sweet-cream butter is often scored 
higher after storage than when fresh. 
For storage purposes such a butter 
is far superior to tile ordinary butter, 
which usually loses in quality during 
the storage period.

U. S. SCHOOLS NEED 
ABOUT $3,000,000,000 


Probably never in the history of 
this country has there been such need 
for school building construction aa 
at the present time. 
Lack of ade­ 
quate school building accommoda­ 
tions in the period before the war, 
and almost total stoppage of all 
school building during the war, have 
brought about a state of school build­ 
ing congestion that is a menace to 
the health, strength and intelligence 
of the children of this country. 
It is a sad commentary upon the 
educational situation in this country 
that, altho we have accurate sta tistic 
about the material resources of the 
United States, there is nowhere avail­ 
able at present accurate, com prehen­ 
sive data in regard to the total 
amount of school building th at is 
needed in order to bring the school 
plant of the country up to date. 
It 
is possible, howe1 
to make an esti­ 
mate of the minimum am ount of 
money that we need to expend upon 
school buildings. 
In 1920 there were 21,462,135 
children in the public schools. 
Re­ 
ports from cities of over eight thous­ 
and population indicate that half the 
children in these cities wrere housed 
in buildings erected more than twen­ 
ty-two years ago. 
If this is true of 
school buildings in the cities, it is 
safe to say that it is at least equally 
true for country schools. 
In other 
words, from the data that the bureau 
has been able to gather it is reason­ 
able to assum e that at least half the 
children in the country are housed in 
buildings nearly a quarter of a cen-! 
tury ol I. 
This moans that at least j 
half the children are housed in build­ 
ings that have practically none ct tim • 
educational facilities cf a modern 
school plant, 
such as auditorium, 
gymnasiums, shops, cocking rooms,) 
etc.

GOOD DRAINAGE IS 
ALMOST NECESSITY 


No condition of soil is more fam ili­ 
ar to the average farm er than that i 
of poor drainage. 
The >eliow color 
of the corn plants in summer, the 
winter killing of the wheat and th e 1 
heaving out of the red clover in the 
spring a re the discouraging results 
on many a farm, and which are al­ 
most invariably associated with soil 
that holds w ater too long. 
It has been the constant aim of the 
farmer to increase his yields per acre 
or in some way to widen the margin 
between the cost of production and 
value of the returns. 
To this end 
many means have been employed to 
increase the yield per acre. 
The soil 
has been looked upon as one of the 
chief limiting factors in crop yields 
Lime, fertilizers, manure, crop ro ta ­ 
tion, deep plowing and drainage are 
powerful agents in restoring the fer­ 
tility of the soil, but the greatest of 
these is drainage.

REACH VERDICT IN 
WILKINS SUIT HERE 


In the suit of the Denton County 
National Bank, the First National 
Bank of Decatur and the First Na­ 
tional Bank of Mineral Wells against 
Emory Wilkins and his father, C. S. 
Wilkin, for the collection of $20,000, 
which the banks at different times 
during tile past two years had ad- 
vanced, or loaned, to Mr. Emory Wil­ 
kins, was decided by Ju^gp McKinsey 
in favor of the banks. 
This case 
attracted considerable attention an i 
at all times during the trial the dis­ 
trict court room was filled with spec­ 
tators. , A number of witnesses were 
put on the stand, several of them 
being from Denton county— the home 
of Mr. C. S. Wilkins-— and one of its 
most prominent and wealthy citizens. 
The evidence brought out that the 
banks had loaned the amount of 
money to Mr. Emory Wilkins, an ex­ 
tensive operator in the cattle busi­ 
ness. and recognized as one of the 
most substantial business men in this 
section. 
When the notes came due, 
according to the testimony of the 
witnesses appearing for the financial 
institutions, it was found that the 
property of the son had been sold and 
transferred to the father, with the 
exception of a farm on the Denton- 
D©catur pike, near the town of Den­ 
ton, which was claimed as a home­ 
stead by the son.

father, the lands, amounting to sev­ 
eral thousand acres of the best in 
Denton Wise and Montague counties 
should be subject to the debts held 
by the banks against Mr. Wilkins.

That dried apple-pectin pulp should 
prove a valuable adjunct to the fare 
of the dairy cow is the conclusion 
drawn from analyses and feeding trials 
conducted by the bureau of chemistry, 
United States Department of Agricul­ 
ture, In collaboration with the Bureau 
of Animal Industry. 
This feed made 
a favorable showing when compared 
with dried beet pulp and corn silage. 
Apple-pectin pulp is the by-product 
remaining after pectin has been ex­ 
tracted from apple pomace, or, as it 
Is sometimes called, cider-press cake. 
After the pectin has been extracted 
about three-fourths of the total weight 
of the pulp Is water, rendering It sub­ 
ject to rni>id spoilage. 
Heretofore It 
has been thrown away, but it has been
